GOP Senators Say 


Rents Might Zoom 


if Controls Expire 


Morse Says Leaders in 


Senate See Extension 
"In Public Interest" 


Washington, Feb. 
14—(AP)— 


Senate GOP leaders think rents 
might zoom 100 per cent if con- 
trols were ended, Senator Morse 
(R-Ore) said today. 


He told a reporter this opinion 


was expressed at a recent closed 
door conference of all Republican 
senators. 


Morse said that on the basis 


of this forecast the senate Repub- 
lican leadership has decided that 
an extension of ?ent controls is 
necessary "in the public interest." 


The present ,rent law expires 


Feb. 29. ^Bpth the Jiouse ,and"sen- 
ate 
banking 
committees 
are 


studying bills to extend it. 


Extension Is Likely 


Because of the controversy over 


how "long and in what form the 
extension should be, the existing 
statute may be continued "as is" 
until March 31. Chairman Wol- 
cott (R-Mich) of the housing bank- 
tag group favors that procedure. 


Morse showed a newsman a 


telegram, expressing his views on 
rent control. It was sent to James 
A. Rodman ,a real estate man in 
Eugene, Oreg. 
Rodman also is 


chairman of the Oregon state Re- 
publican committee. 


He wrote Morse noting that one 


proposed change in the rent law 
would put new homes back under 
rent control. 
Rodman suggested 


that would discourage construction 
of rental housing. 


Opposes Realtor Stand 


In reply, Morse said he has 


heard predictions by Republican 
leaders that rents would "double 
in a short time" if controls were 
removed. 


"If that is true," Morse con- 


tinued, "I canot agree that the 
answer is to let them double be- 
cause it would be profiteering in 
most instances. 


"Neither is It an answer to say 


that 
because 
other 
economic 


groups have profiteered during and 
since the war, profiteering should 
be allowed in a commodity so vital 
to human needs as housing." 


Morse told Rodman it seems to 


him "the strongest argument a 
real estate man has is that rent 
controls have 
resulted 
in 
dis- 


crimination against him." Nearly

Truman Signs Bill 
Increasing Benefits 


of GI Bill Students 


Subsistence 
Allowance 


Boosts Will Go Into 


Effect April 1 


Washington, 
Feb. 14—(AP)— 


President Truman 
today 
signed 


legislation increasing benefits of 
2,000,000 veterans attending school 
under the G. I. Bill. 


It raises the monthly subsistence 


allowance for 
veterans 
without 


dependents from §65 to $75, those 
with one dependent from $90 to 
$105, and those with two or more 
dependents from $90 to $120. 


The new schedules go into ef- 


fect April 1. 


The veterans administration has 


estimated the increases will cost 
the 
government 
approximately 


$217,000,000 a year. 


The measure was backed strong- 


ly by veterans' organizations. 


It was passed by the senate last 


summer and by the house Feb. 3. 


The house veterans committee's 


professional staff 
said 
veterans 


working part-time while they go 
to school will be eligible for the 
new allowances. However, such a 
veteran's combined allowance and 
salary will be held under ceilings. 


The present ceilings of $175 a 


month on combined earnings and 
allowances for veterans without 
dependents, and $200 
for 
those 


with dependents, are not changed 
by the new law. 


For example, a veteran with de- 


pendents who is earning $200 a 
month or more while he goes to 
school will collect no subsistence 
allowance. If his salary comes up- 
to only §150, he will get a $50 
allowance 


The limit is the same as that 


in effect for veterans taking on- 
the-job training, also under the 
GI Bill. 


A bill to raise the trainees' ceil- 


ing has passed congress. 
It is 


awaiting action of a conference 
committee to settle differences in 
figures in the house and senate 
versions. 


If this ceiling 
eventually 
is 


raised, it will not affect veterans 
in school who -work part time. 
The measure applies only to those 
working full time.

Three senators complained today 
that the Secretary of Defense is 
trying to "gag" the armed forces. 


Secretary Forrestal has ordered 


all Army, Navy and Air Force 
men to give his office a' first look 
at 
any future statements or 


speeches on controversial subjects. 


He said that includes testimony 


o congressional committees. The 
dea, he explained, is to stop "pub- 
ic evidence of friction" among 
the rival arms. 


"I don't want the admirals and 


jcnerals to be a-feudin', a-fightin' 
and a-fussin' in public but I do 
want them free to express their 
opinion." 


"An iron curtain" snapped Sen- 


ator Johnson (D-Colo). 


Chairman Gurney (R-SD) of the 


senate armed services commute* 


said he is so "concerned" about 
the order that he will ask his 
group to "discuss it at our first 
session." 


"I take it we are a free coun- 


try," Gurney told a reporter. "I 
see no reason 
why the public 


should not be as fully informed as 
possible by those 
qualified 
to 


speak upon matters of national 
interest," 


Senator Morse (R-Ore), a mem- 


ber of the committee, agreed. 


He said congress expects all 


military personnel to give infor- 
mation "without censorship and 
without .fear of discipline being 
suffered by the witness." 


Senator Thomas (D-Utah) who 


headed the military committee 
when Democrats controlled the 
senate, took a different view. He 
said the rule actually might result 
in better and freer testimony."

Germans Asking

mands from top German officials 
for more power in running occu- 
pied western Germany. 


Leaving a two-hour conference. 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, the Amer- 
ican governor, told reporters the 
demands "had mostly already been 
taken care of by the progress of 
events." 


He explained that the German 


proposals, contained in a memo- 
randum written two months ago, 
were' superseded by the reorgan- 
ization of the combined Anglo- 
American zones.

the powers of the German admin- 
istration.
